jobs, as we have had because of the 
lack of jobs.

Coppermine, N W T-— Aug. 25, The 
Soviet-owned flying boat piloted by 
Herbert Hollick-Kenyon of Toronto 
and commanded By Sir Hubert Wilkins 
took off tor the Polar regions ‘Tuesday 
night, in a second attempt to locate 
six missing Russian fliers. 

Loaded with 1,900 gallons of gas, es-

TRANSPORTATION HISTORY 
WAS MADE IN WINNIPEG 
100i 

Winnipeg, Man. August 26— A new 
phase in transportation history in 
Western Canada was revealed here 
this week when an official teat run of 
the first ‘auto-railer’ to arrive in the 
West was conducted by the Canadian 
National Railways. 

Those participating in the test run 
were the Premier of Mantioba ana 
several cabinet ministers; the chair- 
man of the Mantioba Public Utility 
Commission; the Mayors and officials 
ot the eitios of Winnipeg and St. 
Boniface; and representatives of the 
Winnipeg Board of Trade. 

To demonstrate the flexibility of 
the new type of railway passenger un- 
it, the car made yarious calls around 
the city to picck up its passengers and 
left by the highway for ‘Transcona, 
Just west of Transcona, the passen- 
gers alighted to watch the car leave 
the highway at a crossing and get on 
thie railway line. The trip back to 
Winnipeg was made on the railway 
tracks. The entire trip, from its start 
at the Parliament Buildings, inctud- 
ing two minutes to rail the car at the 
and return to Winnipeg, 
took only a few minutes over one 
hour and all passengers aboard ex 
pressed very keen enthusiasm over 
the new type of rail passenger unit, 
which will be placed in regular pas 
senger service in Manitoba within a 
few days. 

A freight unit of similar type is 
now being operated in Saskatchewan.

E. L. GRAY ON IRRIGATION 


Five hundred thousand acres of ir- 
rigated land would stabilize 10,000,000 
acres of ranch land and make perman- 
ent the livestock Industry which was 
the start of South Alberta agriculture, 
kK. L. Gray, manager of the Irrigation 
District told an audience of farmers 
and ranchers the other day at Brooks 

“That is a new vision of irrigation 
not generally held even in this district 
where irrigation has now been pract 
iced for some 30 years, But we can 
see a great truth in what Mr Gray 
said, and his suggestion should receive 
more than just passing notice. 

“One acre of irrigated land will 
grow enough teed to stabilize 20 
acres of range land. That is the basis 
of Mr Gray's statement. The dry land | 
operator raising Cattle or sheep can 
buy feed from the irrigator to keep 
his herds in years of short pasture, 
while the irrigator can buy cattle and 
sheep from the rancher to eat the fod- 
der and grain from hi land under 
the ditch. In this way irrigation be 
come a sort of co-operative enterprise 
that will help both the rancher and 
the irrigator.” 

If we could get irrigation water 
spread oer our country so that even| 
10 per cent o fthe land could be act- 
ually watered this great inland em- 
pire would be one of the most produc- 
tive spots in Western Canada. Instead 
of being driven away by hard circum- 
stances people would flock back here. 
Our land is fertile. Railways, roads, 
schools, telephones and other neces- 
sities of modern life are readily avail- 
able and conditions should be such as 
to make it profitable for present oc- 
cupants to remain here. —-Hanna 
Herald.
